Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7 and 13-15, drawn to a method and apparatus for inflating and sealing 
air filled packing cushions, classified in class 53, subclass 467. 

II. Claims 8-11, drawn to a method and apparatus for making air-filled packing 
cushions, classified in class 53, subclass 403. 

III. Claim 12, drawn to an apparatus for feeding air-filled packing cushions, classified 
in class 226, subclass 52. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 

relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the air-filled packing cushions produced by the combination can be sealed 
transversely by an ultrasonic horn. The subcombination has separate utility such as for 
longitudinally sealing the air-filled packing cushions with stainless steel heating elements. 

Inventions III and (I & II) are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant

case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the roll of material can be mounted on a single dispensing rod or tube. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as such as for resting the roll of material on a pair of 
spaced apart rollers.
